Student Seminars 
Tackle Problems 

Approximately 250 students, 
200 of them foreign students tem- 
porarily studying in American col- 
leges, and 50 of them American 
students, will be given the oppor- 
tunity to study and discuss with 
each other the problems of world 
peace in seven seminars this sum- 
mer under the auspices of the 
American Friends Service com- 
mittee, Clarence E. Pickett, execu- 
tive secretary, announced today. 

"Most of the students after com- 
pleted their college work will re- 
turn to their native countries," he 
said, "and it is our belief that af- 
ter spending several weeks togeth- 
er under able leadership discussing 
international problems from dif- 
ferent viewpoints, cooking, eating, 
playing and washing dishes to- 
gether, they will get to know each 
other personally and a deeper and 
better understanding will result" 

Most of the foreign students 
have had their studies in their na- 
tive lands interrupted by the war. 
Many spent years in concentration 
camps or the underground. In this 
country on government scholar- 
ships or through the aid of edu- 
cational organizations, the major- 
ity of them plan to return to their 
native lands to teach, do news- 
paper work, government work, and 
similar things. 

An outstanding faculty is being 
assembled to lead the seminar 
groups including: T. Z. Koo, of 
China; Quincy Wright, of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago; Ira De A. 
Reid, of New York university and 
Haverford college; Leo S. Szilard, 
atomic scientist; Ralph F. Bunche, 
of the United Nations Secretariat; 
George N. Shuster, president of 
Hunter college, and F. S. C. North- 
rop, professor of philosophy and 
Master of Silliman college, Yale 
university. 

Approximately 35 students will 
be enrolled in each seminar, eight 
or ten of whom will be Ameri- 
cans. A dean and a director will 
live with each group. Five to 10 
faculty members will visit each 
seminar and lead discussions for 
three to five days. The seminars 
will last seven weeks, from June 
27th to August 16th.

FEDERALIZED EDUCATION? 

Education, traditionally a state function, is currently 
under Washington scrutiny besause of present teacher pay 
demands. At least nine senators and congressmen have writ- 
ten and introduced bills for federal education funds during 
the present session of congress. In an editorial, Collier's sees 
federal aid as the answer to the present teacher shortage. 

Here is evidence indicative of another entrance into state 
matters by the federal government. Advocates of state sover- 
eignty point to the evils of bureaucratic government, top- 
heavy government and government by remote control as pit- 
falls of centralisation. 

Without arguing one way or another on the much-debat- 
ed states' rights issue, it's a fact that a democratic nation 
must possess a-good school system if it is to perpetuate itself. 
At present such a system is the responsibility of the states. 
Should the states fail to "clean their own houses" with re- 
spect to their apathy over teachers' salaries, it's a good bet 
that the federal government, by popular demand, will step in 
and take over in the field of education.
